Claim Rejections under 35 U.S.C. 103 

Applicant asserts the argument that "it is not obvious to take Lei's access-control techniques for a single database, and extend them to 
create a flexible filtering and access-conrol framework for multiple knowledge bases." However, it is noted that the prior art reference of 
Devine disclose an invention directed to a system which enables a user to interact with one or more application services provided by 
remove servers. Accordingly, it would have been both inherent and obvious that wherein a user access a particular application service 
provided by a remote server, the search query would indeed idetify one of said applicatoin services as having stored the queried 
information. 

Additionally, Applicant asserts the argument that Lei and Devine fail to disclose the method of "generating a pattern that can be used to 
control access." See Reply, page 4. The Examiner respectfully disagrees in that Devine discloses a method wherein a user's 
entitlements for services is generated (i.e. the security pattern) such that the user is only presented with options to which the user is 
subscribed to. See Devine, col. 3, lines 21-67. 

Accordingly, for the reasons stated above, the claim rejections under 35 U.S.C. 103 are sustained. 
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
